He would. not preſume to Command, 
before he knew perfectly how ro Obey. 
He bcgan by the ſmalleſt charge of the 
Army; and ow'd his Advancement, nei- 
ther to . the advantage of his Quality, 
being then Count of the Holy Empire, 
or to the Credit of his Friends ; but to 
his own Perſonal Merit : He did nor 
.Court, but Command his Advancement ; 
and fo diſtinguiſh'd himſelf, as to fix the 
eyes of Europe upon him, and pcrſwade 
the World, that he had no Obſtacle, bur 
his Religion, to the greateſt Honour thac 
France could giye him. 

But omitting the ' particular account 
of what he did in an Inferiour Station, as 
that that would change a Panegyrick into 
Hiſtory, and ſwcll a Diſcourſe into - a 
Volume: we ſhall only praiſe what ſeems 
moſt conſiderable.

the Fortune of that Kingdom : Unhappy 
only in this, that there the Great SC HON- 
BERG was loſt: An Unknown and In- 
glorious hand gave him the fatal blow 
and depriv'd the World of one of its 
orcaceſt Ornaments.

World. 
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'Theſureſt Argurnenc chat weare perſwad- 
cd of : the; Trath, being to practice what we- 
believe ;- 'the DUKE had always a ſincere 
Attachment to any thing that was a part of 
Religion. He was free from AﬀeCtation, Big- 
gottry; and. a ſort of intemperate Zeal, 
which 1s rather a Scandal than a furcher- 
ance eo Chriſtianity. But of che other (ide, 
as exactto the Publick and Private Duries 
of Picty ; -as if his Life had not. been taken 
ap with Mihtary Troubles, but conſecrated 
to Heavenly Cares. It was ſaid of 7 hevdoſres, 
by the Eloquent Biſhop of Mz/an, That his 
Houſebold had in the Royal Palace of a Prince, 
the Devotion of a Monaſtery. Really, the DUKE 
of SC HONBERG ſufterd no Vice in his 
Family ; and his way of living, was the 
beſt Parecrn that could be given his -Ser- 
vants. And as for thoſe Magnificent Offers, 
which the Courc of France made lim fo 
often, of Hanour and Advancement, if he 
would'tbc. perſwaded xo Change his Religi- 
on: How could he catch ac thoſe Baits, 
who was ready to venture all that he had 
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in the World, rather 'than be'guilty of fo 
odjous a Sin? 

It is an caſie thing to talk Eloquently, 
and even Zealouſly of Religion. The Wor 
15-full of Perſons who can do it to admira- 
tion. But to loſe for t Honours, Eſtatcs, Dig- 
nirics; and readily co-forſake all the can 
make'bur Life pleaſing and happy;'is given 
but to few. It 1s a Vertue of the Primitive 
times, which ours are ſeldom capable of. 
And whether it comes from the ſtupendi- 
ous degeneracy of Mankind ; or God's an- 
ger tour, who gives us over to our-Paflions; 
that Heroick eemper of Chriſtanity, is al- 
moſt worn out of the World. 

We faw it reviy'd 1n this adnnrable per- 
fon ; who when it came to the point, cither 
ro Worſhip with his Prince in the Temple 
of 'Rimmon ; or loſe not only his Favour, bur 
with'it a ſplendid Fortunc; ' choſe ' rather to 
ſuffer affliion with the People of God, than 
to enjoy the pleaſure of Sin for a Seaſon, and 
efteem'd The Reproath of Chriſt, greater Rich- 
. es than the Treaſures of EgVvpt.

He had ſcarce ct that Kingdom, and 
thought himſelf ſecure trom that Barba- 
rous Oppreſhon which leaves nothing un- 
attempted to carry-on its Deſigns ; but he 
tell-ingq anew ſort of danger. He was o- 
vertaken at Sea by a Storm, which, contra-

There was no calm 
bur in the DUKE's Looks, who knowing 
whence the Blow came,” apply hamlſclf to 
divert -4t. He caus'd continual” Prayers 1n

' mands the Waycs to be ſtill. That Piety 
which had ſupported him in ſo many dan- 
gers, was their Preſervation. God ſeem'd to 
have given him the Souls of thefe Men.

| He ts now himſelf in the Port; free from 
che Troubles and Agitations of this Life. He 
has chang'd the Glories of this World, in- 
to the ſolid Bleſſings of the other.
